World’s Fair Bnilding That 
Comes to Sedalia. 


STRUCTURE DESCRIBED. 


Buildin g Will Be 312 Feet LoDg* an d 
160 Feet Wide an d Will Con ­ 
tain Every Comfort. 


The Missouri 
buildin g to be 
erected 
on 
the 
W orld’s 
Fair 
gron n ds in St. Lon is, an d which 
the law provides shall be removed 
at the close of the fair to the State 
Fair 
groun ds at Sedalia, were 
written of as follows in this morn ­ 
in g’s Kan sas City Journ al:

“ Roman architecture with an 
American feelin g,” is the way in 
which Mr. Isaac S. Taylor, aichi- 
tcct of the Missouri State buildin g 
at the Louisian a Purchase exposi­ 
tion , describes the style of architec­ 
ture of that structure. 
Missouri’s buildin g con sists of 
three mon umen tal masses con n ected 
by balcon ied 
lin ks; the cen ter 
mass, dome-crown ed an d towerin g, 
an d profusely decorated with sculp­ 
ture. 
The dome, a perfect hemi­ 
sphere, un embellished by a sin gJc 
rib or moldin g, is to be gilded an d 
crown ed by a win ged “ Victory.” 
A beautiful colon n ade of coupled 
Corin thian column s, each couple 
of column s crown ed with a seated 
figure, will surroun d the drum of 
the dome. 
This con struction will 
surmoun t the cen tral mass, at each 
corn er of which will be a gigan tic 
sculptured group symbolic of the 
arts of Peace, Music, Literature, 
A rt an d Architecture. 
The buildin g is to be 312 feet 
lon g an d 160 feet wide. 
It will be 
completely 
surroun ded 
on two 
Boors by balcon ies an d porches, 
which will supply an un in terrupted 
promen ade about the buildin g at 
two levels, on e thirty feet above 
the other, an d will furn ish a view 
of the exposition from all sides. As 
the buildin g stan ds on an elevation 
behin d the govern men t buildin g, 
a spectator on the balcon ies will 
obtain a fin e view of the main 
picture of the fair. An other prom­ 
en ade, fifteen feet wide, will sur­ 
roun d the dome at its base, 130 
feet above the exposition groun ds. 
A mon umen tal stairway, forty- 
five feet wide, in four terraced 
Bights, con tin uin g the axis of the 
govern men t buildin g, will lead up 
to the main en tran ce of the Mis­ 
souri buildin g. 
On either side of 
this en tran ce will be large, sin gle 
Bgures allegorical of 
“ Beauty” 
an d “ Stren gth.” 
On the attic of 
the en tran ce will be the word 
“ Missouri,” Ban ked by the coat of 
arms, of the state—a 
quartered 


50x75 feet, exclusive of the ros­ 
trum, an d 40 feet high, with seat­ 
in g accommodation s 
for 
n early 
1,000 person s. 
The ceilin g will be 
heavily coffered, an d there, as wel 
as on the pan eled walls, the mura 
decorator will exercise his skill. It 
is to be used for reception s, lec­ 
tures, dan ces an d as an assembly 
room for such state an d local so­ 
cieties as may meet in St. Lou.s 
durin g the World’s Fair period. 
Un der the rostrum will be the re­ 
frigeratin g plan t aqd the kitchen . 
The masses which flan k the ccn - 
tral mass will con tain exhibit halls 
exten din g from floor to ceilin g, 
with an observation gallery sur­ 
roun din g them on four sides. These 
exbibit halls, which con tain 5 000 
square feet of floor space, will be 
top-lighted. 
The western on e will 
show the buildin g resources of Mis­ 
souri—woods, ston es, clays, etc. 
The eastern exhibit room will show 
the gen eral resources of the state, 
massed as they can n ot be massed in 
the big exhibit buildin gs. 
The balcon ies are so arran ged 
that the visitor in makin g the cir­ 
cuit of the buildin g will be obliged 
"o pass through the exhibit halls 
an d to see somethin g at least of the 
treasures they con tain . 
The govern or’s suite will be on 
he first floor—-the southern rooms 
in the western con n ectin g lin e. 
They will be fin ished in Missouri 
grown satin waln ut. 
The hall of 
state or auditorium will be similarly 
loished an d will also be furn ished 
in the same material. 
This wood 
is susceptible of a fin e mahogan y 
in ish an d is exten sively used in imi­ 
tation s of mahogan y. All the satin 
waln ut work will be furn ished 
gratis by the producers of South­ 
east Missouri, the on ly place in the 
world where this beautiful material 
can be obtain ed.

The western balcon ied lin k will, ! 
on the secon d floor, con tain the 
commission ers’ rooms,together with 
a comfortable parlor for the use o 
the commission ers. 
The eastern balcon ied lin k will, 
on the secon d floor, con tain ihe 
hospital an d creche, an d retirin g 
room for women , where they may 
have the services of n urses an d a 
matron . 
On the lower floor e v crv 
con ven ien ce which has been men 
tion ed by an y state commission up 
to the presen t time will be offeree 
the visitor—i-postoflice, check room, 
register desk, in formation bureau, 
labratory con ven ien ces, etc. 
The sculpture ef the buildin g 
will be the followin g, exclusive of 
the architectural orn amen t to be 
executed by the staff worker : 
Win ged Victory on top of dome. 
Eight seated figures at base of 
cupola. 
Four groups on the pylon s flan k­ 
in g the dome. 
Two figures—Love an d Stren gth 
to right an d left of the main

000, whereas the present assess­ 
ment is only $7 23,17 5. 
I f the 
News wins in the controversy the 
city revenu e will be increased #50,- 
000 per annu m and the cou nty 
revenu e #45,000. 


T u b Nevada Mail has the follow­ 
ing sensible editorial concerning 
the State University: 
“ In ju sti­ 
fication of the mu nificent appro­ 
priations 
from Missou ri to ou r 
State University the Mail hopes to 
see the cu rators of that institu tion 
look more carefu lly, in fu tu re, to 
Missou ri talent for teachers and 
heads of departments. 
It is 
a 
^ 
splendid institu tion, it is tru e, and 
the Mail is g lad that it is being 
well cared for by the state, which 
in so many respects it represents so 
creditably; bu t at the same time 
the Mail wou ld be pleased to see 
more of the boys and the g irls 
edu cated there g row into promi­ 
nence in its facu lty and its man­ 
ag ement. 
Cou ld it be tru e, after 
all 
these 
long 
years 
this 
institu tion 
has 
been 
in 
exist­ 
ence, 
that 
the 
board 
in 
con­ 
trol believes none of these brig ht 
minds tu rned ou t from there ca­ 
pable of aiding in its manag ement, 
or in fact of manag ement? 
Wc 
think not. 
It has sent ou t lawyers, 
doctors, poets, au thors and teacb- 
ers—many of them g ood enou g h 
for other g reat institu tions of learn­ 
ing . 
W hy not g ood enou g h for 
ou r g reat u niversity ? 
W e su g g est 
that the cu rators of the State u ni­ 
versity g ive the Missou ri boys and 
the Missou ri g irls a chance 
by 


placing them in position where 
they may have oppoitu nity not 
only to disting u ish themselves, bu t 
to do their state credit as edu cators. 
T o condu ct a g reat institu tion of 
learning for years and years with 
ou tside talent can only be com­ 
pared to the merchant who carries 
g oods to sell to his neig hbors and 
sends ou t of town for everything 
u sed in his own family.” 


T he su bject of taxation is being 
seriou sly considered in Kansas and 
B. P. Wag ner, of Atchison, has 
evolved a plan for taxing the pro­ 
fessional man and corporations. 
The provision will be similar to 
the Massachu setts privileg e license 
tax; it will requ ire non-resident 
corporations to pay a license of 
#500 a year for the privileg e of 
doing bu siness in Kansas. 
Do­ 
mestic corporations will be re­ 
qu ired to pay a tax, the amou nt of 
which has not been fixed, to the 
cou nty in which they do bu siness. 
Lawyers, physicians, g rain brokers, 
real estate dealers, insu rance ag ents 
and other professional men will be 
compelled to pay a license. 
This 
license cannot be g radu ated, as the 
state constitu tion provides that all 
taxes shall be equ al. 


T he Nevada Post, after a care 
fu l stu dy of developments at the 
state capital, makes the following 
pertinent remarks: 
“ The enact­ 
ment fever is the most prolific cau se 
of 
the leg islator’s failu re. 
Mr. 
Tracy, of Greene cou nty, has not 
escaped it. 
He is attempting to 
make all fraternal orders doing 
bu siness in Missou ri pay sick, acci­ 
dent and old ag e benefits. 
He 
also wishes to prescribe the leng th 
of official terms in the societies and 
the reg u lation of su ndry other mat­ 
ters which are no more the su bject 
of leg islation than the leng th of a 
man’s drawers or the heig ht of bis 
shoes. 
If Mr. Tracy wou ld con­ 
fine all his time to the defeat of bad 
bills, inclu ding his own, he cou ld 
collect his five dollars a day with 
some 
assu rance 
that 
be 
had 
earned it.”

each stroke of the razor, to see ilia 
no patches of beard remain. 
After a sliave, advises the 
Balti­ 
more American, you should be very 
careful to kec}) your hands away from 
your face, as the skin is more tender 
than at any oilier time. If y ou shave 
yourself you should have your razor 
honed at least three times a year, to 
keep it in good order. 
You shoulc 
also have a good strop, with a canvas 
pan, for rough sliarjieniug as well as 
a smoothing strop. 
In buying a strop it is well to have 
a barber select it, then you will 
be 
sure to get a good one. 
Before shaving, it is well to wash 
the face in soap with w^arm water, as 
there are apt to be germs in the least 
bit of dust or anything that might be 
on your face. 
One cannot be 
too 
careful about this, for a cut of the 
razor, ever so small, is apt to make 
an ugly sore if the skin is not perfect­ 
ly clean. A w'ash before shaving wull 
also soften the beard. 
All men should learn to use both 
hands in shaving. 
Many attempt to 
sliave both sides of the face w'ith one 
hand and usually succeed in cutting 
themselves. 
In fact, many men cut 
themselves whenever they attempt 
to shave. 
This difficulty could be 
overcome if both hands were 
used. 
The fac^ should be well 
lathered 
^y¡ih shaving soap, a kind that does 
not dry quickly, 
then 
the 
lather 
should be well rubbed in the beard 
with the tips of the fingers, 
w'hich 
softens it to such an extent that one 
does not have to contend with the 
razor pulling, which not only hurts 
severely, but irritates the skin. 
In cold weather the skin 
should 
be thoroughly sponged in warm w^a- 
ter and afterward in cold water, which 
keeps 
the 
face 
from 
becoming 
chapped. 
Before the face has been 
dried a little witch tuizel should be 
rubbed on. 
Then, after wiping this 
off, talcum pow'der is good. 
In case 
of a cut it is w'cll to have a piece of 
alum at hand; which, if you dampen 
and apply to the cut, w ill close it up 
quickly, so that, if small, it cannot be 
seen. 
After you have finished nsing the 
«izor it should be washed, then dried

are hauled in all suitable places, and 
the bank^ arc* lined wdih destructive 
salmon wln ols. 
The lower part of 
the river i.> literally filled with these 
and other apparatus destructive to 
the migrating salmon. 
They begin 
at the rivers mouth and extend up 
the river as far as the catch renders 
liicir operation profitable. 
Fortunate, indeed, the fish which 
is able to steer clear of this multi­ 
tude of traps set to ensnare him, 
to pass them all safely by, to ascend 
the rapids and leap the waterfalls, 
and, finally, to reach the spawning 
grounds, a thousand miles from the 
sea. 
And fortunate indeed would he 
be were the enemies all left behind; 
but they are not. The prospector, the 
miner, the rancher and the people in 
the villages have learned where the 
redfish spawn, and know when to ex­ 
pect their coming.— Outing.

DRIVING WITHOUT HANDS. 


Mr. Denny, the Armless Man, Tells How 
He Controls His Horses. 
"People wonder how’ it is that 1 am 
able to drive horses withou t hands,” 
said Mr. W. B. Denny, the annless 
man, whose proficiency as a horse­ 
man has won great praise, to a Wash- 
ington Star reporter. "As far as the 
art of driving and eontrollinga horse, 
no matter how^ spirited he is, is con­ 
cerned, that is not a great perform­ 
ance. After the ends of the driving 
reins are secu rely bu ckled or tied I 
place one rein over my right shou lder 
and the 
near side rein u nder mv 
left arm. If a horse becomes restive 
and shows signs of becoming u ncon­ 
trollable I throw the weight of my 
body against the reins, and if that 
fails to bring him to his senses I twist 
my body from one side to the other, 
eo as to violently jerk his head from 
right to left. 
"A straight, heav y pu ll against the 
month o f a horse that is inclined to 
run because he is frightened, or be­ 
cause o f a viciou s disposition, is rare- 
j 
ly if ever effective in gaming fu ll 
j co ntro l of hini. When a frightened 
horse begins to get the better of you 
y o ur du ty is to make him think of 
something else besides the object of 
which he is afraid. This* can h e done 
by violently jerking his head from 
right to left, and at the same time 
. 
talking to him in low tones. Do not 
! 
let the horse know that you are fright­ 
ened by shou ting ^Whoa! whoaI‘ in a 
lo ud and excited tone of voice. 
I f you 
db the chances are that you will add 
- to his fright. 
Before I get into 
a 
wagon I always see that the straps 
and bu ckles are in perfect condition, 
that the horse is properly hitched 
and that the trap I ride in is all right. 
I canno t afford to take many chances, 
as if I were thro wn to the gronnd 
by 
reaso n o f an accident the chance« are 
that I wo uld be fatally injured. 
“ It is no t so much my great skill as 
• ho rseman that has thus far pre- 
Tfpted m« fro m meetintr with serions 


aceid^’u ts as my cojifidcnec in my abil­ 
ity to mau agc any horse I get u p be- 
liind. 1 drive none bu t highly bred 
and spirited horses, and I find that 
kind in a pinidi miieh safer, becau se 
of thoir su perior intelligence. 
A 
horse known lo hi' really viciou s 
shou ld never he driven, bu t con­ 
signed to the bone yard. 1 drive two 
horses with qu ite a.« mu ch ease as I 
do one, and in a pinch drive in a race, 
lit is dangerou s on niy part, bu t thu s 
far I have met with no seriou s acci­ 
dents.”

"I have noticed one rather pecu liar 
thing abou t the tu nes heard in the 
streets of cities,” said a man w ith a 
leaning toward specu lative science 
to a New Orleans Times-Democrat 
writer, "and that.is a rather singu lar 
u nconsciou sness in the matter of imi­ 
tating sou nds, su ch as popu lar airs, 
and so forth.

So far-as 
my experience goes, in instances of 
this sort I have not been consciou s 
of hearing anything that 
wo uld even 
su ggest the scale that wo uld bo b up 
in my mind. There co uld be no th- 
iiy r in the o rdinary disco rdances o f 


the street, incident to traffic, ru m­ 
bling wagons and cars, shifting and 
shambling feet, and things of that 
sort, to develop the idea of the par- 
ticnlar harmony which su ddenly came 
to my’ mind. 
If the man began to 
whistle the air before 1 began to 
think abou t it, did I hear him withou t 
being consciou s of the fact? 
Did 
the inau dible waves of the tu ne strike 
the dru ms of my ears withou t any 
sort of consciou sness of the sou nd on 
my part? 
These qu estions I can­ 
not answer. 
All I know is that the 
thing happened, and it has happened 
too often to be pu t down as a mere 
coincidence. 
My thinking may have 
started the man to whistling or his 
whistling may have started me to 
thinking in some mysteriou s way. If 
the man w^histled wdiat I thou ght, 
why did he do it? 
It mu st hi* some 
sort of mental telegraphy with little 
sou nd waves of too delicate a natu re 
to be au dible as a means of commu ni-
